ball Union. This article, purporting to

•Sm holier than we," s^rle. 

To say this is annoying is to sayij;he 
very least. Several years ago, thé -Daily 
ran an article dealing with the members 
^bf a certain prominent local football team 
and stated they were "practical amateiirs," 
at a time when this term was not yet in 
vogue. Subsequently tlie Daily was se- 
verely rated by the downtown scribes. 
Today that same term of practical ama- 
teur^ig^tag^ to the' college teams — 
B%inpffiiilillicliculous. 

Neither McGill, Queens, Varsity,,, of 
Western, has ever been classed in any 
category except that of simon pure ama- 
rteurism. Yet this profound commohtatov 
says, without the slightest shade of reason, 
=that, "they," the college teams, feeling the:' 
pure of the gate receipts, abandoned their

THE LATE JOE COLLEGE' 

It has recently^ been brought to our attention 
that the day of . Joe College has pass^. For ibis 
cnlightsnUig bit of information we'-are' Indebted to 
no less an authority than Princeton's" own Day 
Edgar, writing in that self-styled "man's man's" 
magazine, E£qulre;0'According' to Mr. Edgar, our 
conversation no longer deals exclusively with "girls 
and gin, football and frats," is did that of our 
predecessors, and the American public is even being 
shaken in Its conviction that aU undergraduates are 
"overdressed Simpletons with the manners- of a 
rhUioceros." ^ 

Restraint, notes .Mr. Edgar., is now character- 
istic of our leading institutions. as loud'and glorified 
boorlshness was, in the last decade, and there are 
dçflnite signs of n growlns sen-e of, dignity and self- 
respect on the nation's campus.

tax the wisdom of a sage." " A not"'eatlrely hopeless 
problem, however. Joe College, as- we have seen, 
has passed on, and in tiis time he too must have 
seemed an ' hremedlable "evil.;"

ON SUGAK-COATBD EDUCATION 

As Dartmouth college opened, Prçsidént Hopkins 
drove hbnke a lesson In educational conservatism 
taught by a counti7 where'one might least expect 
it — Soviet Russia. Mr. Hopkbis'was speaking to 
his students of tlie jpreat clamor recently heard in 
America against the disciplinary requiirements of' pur 
odllege . curricula. Much criticism has been voiced, 
he said, against all those subjects which, call for 
painstaUng study and ^mastery of exact factual 
data. The labor of learning foreign languages, for 
{example, hai been undn- fire, on the ground that 
It U not worth the trouble. The whole system of 
giving "marks" or grades has been attacked, as 
tending to put our students under too much com- 
petitive pressuie to attain a high scholastic stand- 
iard. "The idea is usually tuwepted," -said President 
Hopkins, "that except for omueryatism-'and .addlC* 
tion to-established formsion the part of ; the colleges, 
such requirements niv'ould speedily be abandoned.'^ 
Educaiiou on ««Project Method" 

And then, with, tellhig force, he remarked: '.'Well, 
tluy were abandp^^|^|tiiie .most radically expert 
mental project everunder^lttii educationally upon, 
a large scale, when the Soviet Union set up Its 
system of universal' education i^d founded this'' on 
the (so called) 'project' method.- What -.was: tlie 
result? In a resolution adopted by.' the' central 
committee of. the Communist party on August 25, 
19â2,,the whole plan was declared ineffective and 
undesirableja^tk^a.P^^^ sufflcieh^i ^La 'al 
knowleà|^^|m^S!to't«a«â^^ essentiall^SSpîes 
of specMc^ subjects. "The resolution prescribed, a 
niore thorough study of individual subjects niore 
time to be spent on matiiematics, aiid the.reintrs- 
duetion of examinations and ïhe carking system. 
Policy Change Is In Effect 

This complete change of iwUcyi is^now being put 
hito effect in the' land of IjNiinr«m,i^:ijB high time 
that educators here in America should mark the 
fact well and be governed in judgment accordingly, 
The youth of piir natioii face great dliRIculties today, 
and . college, men in particular are bard put to Imow 
how they can liie i^ir higher education to prbpër 
advantage. But In this perplexity, one thing is cer- 
tain. Any policy which tends to make the years of 
a man's college life easier and more pampered is 
a policy which can only make him less fit, hot more 
fit, for the very conditicms of diflieulty which he 
must «face in j the economic ^<'''I<1 ifil^fijj^ 
President 'Hopkins quietly points out,^Rm?Ms!l>6ai 
a surfeit of argument about what' the colleges should 
do for tlAiii- students, and a dearth of plain empha 
sLs upon what these young' men should do for them 
selves., "Much .has been said ai)out making thé 
absorption of. learning leas diflleult, the conditions 
of college life more comfortable, and the adverse 
judgments in regard to Indolence and indifference 
less exacting. Little has been said about how learn- 
iiig should be made more accurate, or about how 
mental fiber should be toughened and intellectual 
fortitude developed." / 

These, are the great an& enduring needs of man 
kind in life's struggle. Thé possession of such quali- 
ties is plainly the most ' valuable asset a college 
man can have, American collèges and their stu 
denis will do well to follow the counsel of Presklent 
Hopkins,' and redouble -ttaeU-:.empha8ls upon such
